Insurgent Force Made Prisoners. Good Work of 
Naval Captain Very. Zamboanga is of Mili- 
tary Importance, Being Largest Town in 


Mindanao, McArthur Entered Dagupan 


Washington, Nov. 20—General Otis 


cables that Leonhauser with three 
companies of the Twenty-fifth infantry 
made a night attack, surprised and 
captured without casualties, the in- 
surgent force at Odonell. 


The captured force consisted of four 


officers, 200 men, rifles and ammunition. 


He also cables that one of the con- 


tending insurgent factions at Zam- 
boanga secured the city and turned it 
over to Captain Very of the navy in the 
harbor. The other insurgent faction 
made a demonstration. Captain Very 
called on Jolo for troops. One com- 
pany was sent. 


It was not intended to take possession 


of Zamboanga until later. 


General Otis also cables that General 


MacArthur entered Dagupan yesterday. 


Navy>» Report of Capture 


The navy department has received a 


naval report of the acquisition of Zam- 
boanga, which differs in some respects 
from the story of that event told in 
General Otis' cablegram. 
The naval 


account is contained in the following 
cablegram 
from 
Admiral Watson, 


dated from Manila today: "Commander 
Very of the Castine with friendly na- 
tives and Moros, combined and cap- 
tured Zamboanga on the 16th instant. 
No casualties. Landing parties from 
the Castine and Manila hold the town 
with Fort Nazro commanding it, pend- 
ing the arrival of troops from Jolo. 
There is a considerable force of insur- 
gents at Mercedes, four miles away." 


An Important Acquisition 


The acquisition of Zamboanga at this 


time is of great importance -from a 
military point ot view. It is the prin- 
cipal city in Mindanao and dominates 
the entire southern half of that Island, 
which is second in importance only to 
Luzon. It has a population of nearly 
22,000 people and is well fortified. A 
smail garrison could hold it indefinitely 
against native attacks. 
In addition it is a naval station, where 
Spaniards used to rendezvous their 
shps in the southern archipelago. 


General Otis' dispatches intimate 


that he is somewhat embarrassed by 
the unexpected necessity of providing 
a garrison speedily for Zamboanga. It 
has been suggested the difficulty might 
be met by garrisoning Zamboanga with 
a battalion of marines, one of which is 
understood now to be available in this 
country and ready to sail in short no- 
tice for Manila. 


Is a Remarkable Campaign 


Manila, Nov. 20—Only fragmentary 


reports reach Manila of the operations 
north. But when the truth la known 
they will prove to have been the most 
remarkable campaign the Philippine 
war has known. 


Lawtoix's division spread thinly over 


the territory beyond San Jose where 
the telegraph ends. 


Young's cavalry is continuing its 


rapid sweep into new towns. Infantry 
has been shoved forward to hold the 
towns- the cavalry takes. 


Wagon transportation has been prac- 


tically abandoned, the American troops 
living on the captured supplies. 


Swigert's cavalry is engaging a 


superior force at Pozerrublo, northeast 
of Dagupan. It is believed this insur- 
gent force is covering the retreat of the 
leaders to the Binguel mountains. 


The main body of Agulnaldo's army 


is now within our lines, it is believed. 


It is reported General Lawton had a 


narrow escape from drowning when 
fording the swift river where Lieuten- 
ant Luna and two privates were lost. 


Refugees Sav Insurgents Do Not Know 


Wblcli Way to Tarn 


Manila, Nov. 20 —The American oc- 


cupation of the country between Manila 
and Dagupan is proceeding with a ruah. 
General MacATthur is within five miles 
of Dagupan, which place General 
Wheaton or General Lawton will prob- 
ably occupy. The rallroa| is practically 
Intact beyond Bam'ban exce.pt for a dis- 
tance of five roiles to the north, and the 
rail»_tor that portion Jiave baen dis- 
covered. Larg.. (jucumueb or rolling 
stock have, however, been destroyed. 


General MacArthur is moving his 


troops by train; and the roads witihm 
General Lawton's territory are becoming 
passable. 


Captain Leonhaeuser accomplished 


one of the best coups of tlhe war. Reach- 
ing Odonnell Dy a night march from 
Capas on Nov. 18, he surprised! the in- 
surgent force, numbering 200, ana cap- 
tured all of them, with their arms, 10,000 
rounds of ammunition and four tons of 
subsistence. One Filipino was killed, 
but there were no American casualties. 


General MacArthur entered Gerona 


Saturday afternoon. The insurgents had 
fled last Monday after burning the depot 
Nothing else was destroyed by them. 
Gerona is the first to\ra along the Ma- 
mla-Dagnipan railway «rh»re the natives 
did not run at the approach of the 
Americans. The padres offered quarters 
in the church and convent. The town 
has one good' house. It is the seat of 
heavy English sugar interests. 


The trip there was a hard one, and 


occupied six hours in covering seven 
miles and a half, most of the time be- 
ing spent in fording a quarter of a mile 
flood, running out ot the*-Rio Tarlac. 
There were no wagons, and pack mules 
and native bearers carried all our sup- 
plies. 


The natives at Gerona say that Bay- 


ombong was occupied a week ago by 
mounted 
troops, 
probably General 


Young's brigade lof 'General Lawton's 
division. The people of Gerona are of a 
better class than we have usually found, 
and they welcomed the Americans, as 
they evidently realised that their agri- 
cultural interests will revive. General 
MacArthur said: 
"We seem to be en- 


tering a different political atmosphere. 
The people here seem to be less attached 
to Agulnaldo's cause than those In many 
towns we have entered on the railway 
line," 


The command moved northward at 


once, toward Bayombong. Geroca was 
garrisoned with two companies of the 
Ninth infantry, assisted by two com- 
panies of the Thirty-sixth. 


Immediately 
on entering Gerona 


Rlaven's scouts moved «p the track to- 
ward Panique, 
On the way they en- 


countered an intrenched party of in- 
surgents whom they drove back, then 
entered the town and captured four 
locomotives and 13 cars. They learned 
that 500 insurgents had left the town in 
the course of the afternoon. 


General Mac Arthur's troops arrived at 


Panique from Gerona Sunday morning. 
The railroad beyesid this point has not ' 
been destroyed. 
The captured railway 


stock is being repaired to handle sup- 
plies. 
The expedition will go north to- 


ward Bayombong probably today. The 
signal corps ia constructing lines With 
great rapidity. 
A native courier from 


Bayombong reports that the American 
troops left the town soon after they en- 
tered, and that many natives remain, al- 
though no insurgents. 


General MaoArthur discovered at Pan- 


igu« Major Joneson, formerly chief sur- 
geon on the staff of the Filipino com- 
mander, General Mascardo. He resides 
at Bacolor, and is about to return there 
to resume his practice. 
Major Joneson 


says that all respectable Filipinos are 
disgusted with the behavior of the in- 
surgents, and are very glad that the 
Americana have *he upper hand. 


A continuous procession of refugees 


is entering Panique from the north, in- 
dicating the proximity of other Ameri- 
can troops, probably off the railroad 
line. 
These refugees s&y that the in- 


surgents have not known which way to 
turn, with the Americans occupying so 
many places in the north. 


Panique ia a rich sugar town. Some 


•weStner IB nae, 'and the country ft dry- 
ing rapidly. 


Advancing through the enemy's coun- 


try by train from Panique, a distance 
of five miles, the Americans reached 
Moncada, where the natives have dis- 
played a f neiidly disposition. The train 
was stalled at Moncada by the wreck of 
two locomotives and 54 cars, evidently 
Intentional, on the main track. 
The 


freight house and depot has been burned. 
No attempt will be made to save the 
wrecked rolling stock, hut the tracks will 
be cleajred, and, as soon as two small 
breaks have been repaired, the expedi- 
tion will continue northward. Thus far 
the advance has been a complete suc- 
cess.

BOERS ARE CLOSE TO ESTCOURT 


General Buller Eeports Large Bodies of Boers 


Hovering About That District. Present Sit- 


uation in Natal Very Complicated, In- 


terest in Belief of Kimberley 


Xxxndon, Nov. 20 —The war office has 


posted the following telegram from Gen- 
eral Buller to the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
dated Cape Town Nov. 18, 9:35 p. m.; 


The following is from the general com* 


manding at Pietermorltzburg. 


Today, at 8 a. m., the officer command- 


Ing our northern outposts reported that 
the enemy's mounted patrols were ad- 
vancing across the whole country from 
Gourton road to Ulandi, moving on Bat- 
court. My force stood to arms 
The 


outposts reported various bodies, from 
COO to 700 strong, advancing on Bstcourt 
from a northwesterly direction. 
One 


party, 600 strong, moved toward the 
railway bridge, half a mile to the north- 
west of Estcourt. 


Our outposts fired on th« enemy, and 


one of the naval guns fired a shell at 8000 
yards' range, the shell bursting1 close to 
the enemy, who then hurriedly retired. 


At 18 o'clock reports were received 


from three pickets that a large number 
of Boers were in sight on a hill above 
Leslie's Homestead. 
The troop* have 


returned to camp. 


A special dispatch from Estcourt, 


dated Sunday, Nov. 19, says: 
All is 


quiet here. 
The enegrjy is believed to 


be encamped six mile* away. Our po- 
sition is good, and our forces are suf- 
ficiently strong to repulse an attack. 


A dispatch- dated Pretoria, Nov. 18, 


eays: 
At noon today 56 British pris- 


oners, including men of the Royal Dublin 
fusiliers and several bluejackets, ar- 
rived here. There were large crowds at 
the railway station, but no demonstra- 
tion was made. Winston Churchill, who 
is wounded in the hand, wae taken to the 
model school, while the rank and file 
are being sent to the race track. One 
spy was lodged in jail 
The wounded 


have b«en treated at Colenso. 


The Boer version of the conflict, in 


which these prisoners were taken, says 
that two British were killed and 10 
wounded. 


The mining department has discov- 


ered, beneath the manager's house at the 
Ferreira mine, a passage leading to a 
suite of apartments 40 feet below ground, 
with gas and water laid on. 
This la 


supposed to have been intended to serve 
as a rendezvous for the employes of the 
Ferreira mine in the event of a bombard- 
ment of Johannesburg. 


Advices just received at Cape Town 


show that on Nov. 16 a combined force 
of Free State and Transvaal burghers 
occupied Colesberg, Cape Colony, with- 
out opposition by the residents and pro- 
claimed the district to be Free State 
territory. The Boers occupied Burgh- 
ersdorp on Tuesday, Nov. 14, and it is 
believed that they were then on the way 
to seize Stormberg Junction. 


Commandant Olivier, with a portion 


of the Rouxville commando, has oc- 
cupied Jamestown, hoisting the flag of 
the Orange Free State, and annexed the 
town. 


This morninig's news gives little that 


alters the complexion of the situation. 
Since the fight of Nov. 9 matters, so j-r 
as is known, have been fairly quiet at 
Ladysmlth. It is not unlikely that the 
Boers, badly informed as to the nature 
and extent of the British preparations 
to advance to the relief of the town, may 
be hesitating regarding the next move. 


The situation in Natal is very com- 


plicated, more especially if the reports 
be true that the great Tugela bridge has 
been destroyed. 


The success of the next move on either 


side will depend more on strategy than 
on superior numbers. 
The Boers have 


three lines of action open. 
They can 


hold the railway with the force they have 
at Ennersdale, falling slowly back be- 
fore the British advance, and retreating 
from Weenan, or, in the second place, 
they can advance from Weenen and try 
to carry Estcourt, or, in the third place, 
they can advance due south from 
Weenen to Weston, cut the railway and 
blow up the bridge over Mool river. If 
it be true that there are 10,000 Boers 
under General Joubert and General 
Botha, marching south to meet the Brit- 
ish relief forces, heavy fighting is in 
store. 


Nothing ia known with certainty re- 


garding the progress of the relief col- 
umn from Durban, and the immediate 
interest centres in the relief of Kimber- 
ley. 
General Metbuen has a splendid 


knowledge of the country where he 
would opperate, and is laying his plans 
with the utmost care. An indefatigable 
worker, he is busy night and day cut- 
ting down the baggage to a minimum 
and issuing orders with a view of en- 
suring that the officers shall be in- 
distinguishable from the men to the eyes 
of the Boers.

Gymnasium Work 


For Business Men, 


Physical Director E. J. Glannlni of the New York Athletic 


Club Outlines a Series of Exercises Which May 


Be Followed Out by Any One,

CENTURY ago the "Sea 
Greenv 


Monster," Robespierre, had prac- 
tically captured France. Today 


this same Robespierre in the person 
of Henry Irving appears to have cap- 
tured New York, and it will surprise 
every one connected with theatricals If 
he does not also capture each city visit- 
ed by him during his present tour of 
this country. "Robespierre" is not, 
strictly speaking, a great play, but it 
has the effect of impressing one with a 
belief in its greatness, and it is only 
when you get home and try to think out 
the various points of this Sardou drama 
that you are forced to admit that you 
were mistaken in your first estimate 
and that the piece is, after all, nothing 
more than an exceptionally well con- 
structed melodrama presented on a 
large scale by- a magnificent company 
and staged with a lavish yet skillful 
hand. And that Is what "Robespierre' 
really is. As an example of playwrit- 
ing it can no more compare with Saf- 
dou's "Diplomacy" than Henry Irving 
can compare a? an artist with Edwin 
Booth. But "Robespierre" pleases be- 
cause It has a pretty story which is 
never obscured, no matter how many 
side issues may be introduced, and be- 
cause it is the first play this country 
has seen which deals in a masterful 
and at the same time Interesting man- 
ner with that period in the history of 
France known as the reign of terror. 


Mr. Irving is now a better actor, or 


at any rate he appears to better ad- 
vantage, than when he visited us 
couple of years ago. It may be that he 
is in better health, but, whatever the 
cause, the fact is patent to the most 
casual observer. 
His annoying man- 


nerisms are less pronounced than for- 
merly, and even when they do crop out 
in '"Robespierre" they are so little for- 
eign to the popular conception of the 
character portrayed that they contain 
little of offensiveness, 
especial!} 
to 


those persons who have never u-fore 
seen Mr. Irving. Like the play, "i.obes- 
pierre," Mr. Irving's performance is in 
no sense great, although, also lik" the 
play, it will please ninety-nine out of 
every hundred auditors. It is catchy, ir- 
resistible almost, and it has been made 
so alike by author and actor, who both 
seem to have proceeded upon the theory 
that it is far better, at least from the 
pecuniary standpoint, to appear great 
than to be, great and not appear so. 
That, to my mind, is the keynote of the 
undeniably enormous success which has 
attended the production of "Robes- 
pierre" in this city. 


I do not for a moment mean to imply 


that Mr. Irving would lend himself to 
anything unworthy, for nothing could 
be further from the truth. Yet it is 
not at all improbable that Mr. Sardou 
and Mr. Irving were both fully cogni- 
zant of the advantage to be derived 
from keeping the play from working it- 
self on to so high a level as to be be- 
yond the comprehension and apprecia- 
tion of any but the most thoughtful of 
theater goers, who are not nearly so 
numerous as those who prefer just 
such a play as the present "Robes- 
pierre." In view of the fact that Mr. 
Irving's fortunes were not at their 
highest flood at the time the commis- 
sion was given to Sardou, the wrbdotn 
of this course was manifest. At any 
rate, Mr. Irving has a success, and a 
big one, in "Robespierre," and there is 
no lover of what is worthy in the drama"! 
who will not be gratified to know that 
this is so. The English actor has done 
much for the stage, so much indeed 
that, notwithstanding the fact that he 
is afflicted with mannerisms which 
would have effectually blighted the 
career of an ordinary man, he has 
forced the English speaking world to 
recognize that he is no ordinary man 
and to accept him as the greatest living 
English speaking actor., This he has 
done by his sturdy devotion to art and 
often at the expense of his bank ac- 
count. Anything that was good enough 
for Irving to put upon the stage was 
always good enough for 'iim to put 
on in the best possible manner, with- 
out regard to the expenditure; involved. 


It cannot, of course, be admitted that 


Irving is by any means the greatest 
living English speaking actor. In al- 
most any role with which his name is 
identified I firmly believe that Richard 
Mansfield is his superior. This, of 
course, is intended to except those char- 
acters for which Mr. Irving's personal- 
ity and otherwise objectionable man- 
nerisms peculiarly fit him. Such a part, 
for instance, is the dual role in "The 
Bells." As for Robespierre, if Mr. Mans- 
field could be made up to look it he 
would be able to play it much better 
than does Mr. Irving. It will be found 
in generations to come that Mr. Irving 
will be remembered principally as an 
actor of much ability who simply hew- 
ed a place for himself in the temple of 
fame through his marvelous ability as 
a producer and his persistence in con- 
fining himself to roles which hp felt 
were -worthy of his talent. This talent 
he no doubt conscientiously believes 
that he possesses to a marvelous de- 
gree. But to allege that he will ever 
rank in stage annals as the equal 
or superior of Edwin Booth, as is con- 
tended by thousands of Englishmen, 
many of whom never saw Booth act, is 
as absurd as it would be to say that 
Charles Reade as a novelist vas the 
equal of Thackeray. In other words, it 
ia the opinion of many close observers 
that, while the stage is better because 
of the fact that Henry Irving has 
adorned it, he has nevertheless done no 
little harm by having made pageantry 
so attractive'and so apparently artistic 
that too much attention is now paid 


to that phase of productions and too 
little to the acting. 


That Mr. Irving's example, to some 


extent at least, has had that effect it is 
easy to determine by a visit to Julia 
Arthur's presentation "of "More Than 
Queen." Miss Arthur was long in 
Irving's company, and from him she im- 
bibed her ideas of stagecraft. In fact, 
she confesses that she reveres him as a 
master in his line. Naturally, when 
she was about to procluea "More Than 
Queen" she followed his teachings by 
spending probably tens of thousands of 
dollars upon scenery and costumes. But 
she did not follow Irving the entire 
length by engaging a thoroughly com- 
petent company. In fact, it is doubtful 
whether Miss Arthur has either the 
time, inclination or ability to make 
much out of-nothing in the case of an 
actor, as is the way with Mr. Irving. 
And that is just wherein lies the danger 
of the example set by the English actor. 
Others are influenced and attempt to 
follow in his footsteps, but they are un- 
able to travel the entire distance, and 
they get the shadow without the sub- 
stance. 


While no one will contend that a re- 


turn to the methods of stage manage- 
ment as practiced by the actors of 
centuries ago is desirable, it cannot be 
denied that we are lu danger of going 
to the other extreme. In this connec- 
tion Austin Dobson's, dainty little poem, 
"When Burbadge Played," might be 
read with profit by those actors whose 
tendency is to overelaboration of the 
purely mechanical phases of a produc- 
tion. These are the lines: 


When Burbadge played, the stage was bar* 
Of fount and temple, tower and stare. 


Two backswords eked a battle out; 
Two supers made a rabble rout; 


The throne of Denmark was a chair I 


And yet no less tne audience there 
Thrilled through all changes of despair, 


Hope, anger, fear, delight and doubt 


When Burbadge played 1 


This is the actor's gift; to ihare 
All moods, all passions, nor to cara 


One whit for scene so he without 
Can lead men's minds the roundabout, 


Stirred as of old those hearers were 


When Burbadge play d' 


There is no actress in the world whose 


enunciation is more distinct than Miss 
Ellen Terry's, and it rang as clear as 
ever at the "Robespierre" opening, but 
there was nothing whatever about her 
performance to impress any one with a 
conviction of her greatness as a player. 
She was frightfully Inadequate in just 
those scenes in which it wan thought 
that she would be bestr-those in which 
depth of love and tenderness was fore- 
most. A cold with which it was said 


she was suffering undoubtedly affected 
the quality of her work, but, muking 
due allowance for this trouble, the con- 
viction that she was not quite the Ellen 
Terry of old was unavoidable. 
Miss 


Terry's performance was, of course, not 
bad—that would be well nigh impossible 
with her—but it was. no better than 
would be given by any competent ac- 
tress of far less reputation than Miss 
Terry, and not half so good as could be 
given by Miss Terry's erstwhile asso- 
ciate, Miss Julia Arthur. 


The demand for seats- fgr the Amer- 
ican theater for the present season was 
so great that o'n the day of the opening 
of the sale of season tickets a line ex- 
tending for a block was in evidence on 
Forty-second street from early morn- 
ing till late in the afternoon. When 
one considers that each of these indi- 
viduals represented the purchase of a 
r.eat for one night of each week during 
the season, the accuracy of the fore- 
going statement can be understood.

A young man. Harry B. Stanford, ir- 


reverent as it may sound, made the real 
hit of the play. To him was intrusted 
the role of Ollivier, the natural son of 
Robespierre and Clarisse, and that he 
did not yield to the temptation of over- 
acting it would of itself go far toward 
demor.stratir.g his worth as a player. 
But when, in addition to steering clear 
of the pitfal! of ranting, it is further 
stated that he did not lapse into the 
semiwhisper affectation which is the 
faj of the moment, and that, in short, 
he got out of the part everything that 
was in it, the credit of his achievement 
may be adequately understood. Here is 
a young man who, if he will remain in 
this country, might speedily be earning 
more salary in a week than he now gets | 
for a month's work. It is to be hoped 
that he will stay, for, in truth, the 
number of really good juvenile leading 
men in this country is ridiculously 
small. 
The few genuinely good ones 


have gone a-starring together with 
some of those who were only passable, 
but the whole lot appear, to be doing 
sufficiently well to make it improbable 
that they will return to the fo'3. So 
there would appear to be a fine opening 
here just now for such a brilliant and 
good looking young actor as Mr. Stan- 
ford.

Thus, if one wishes to purchase or- 
chestra stalls in a playhouse he will 
inquire at the box office for the requi- 
site number of places.

HERE are thousands of men en* 


in business all over the 


country who feel that they would 


be much benefited as to health and con- 
sequently better able to confront busi- 
ness worries if they took some athletic 
exercise now and then. A great many 
thus situated have found golf just what 
they needed and have taken up that 
game with great zest. Golf, however, 
is an outdoor sport and not easily In- 
dulged in during the winter months ex- 
cept in favored localities. To those who 
are precluded from golf playing I rec- 
ommend a course in some good gym- 
nasium. 


Most persons imagine that gymna- 


sium work is only suited to hardened 
athletes, because probably they have 
never been in a gymnasium except to 
witness an exhibition by experts. There 
they have probably seen young acrobats 
performing on the parallel bars or mak- 
ing wonderful twists and springs on the 
flying trapeze, etc. 


Such performances of course can only 


be undertaken by those who have spent 
years in practicing, but there are num- 
bers of exercises and many apparatuses 
in any fair sized gymnasium that are 
not only within the limits of, but very 
beneficial to, the average business man. 


Of course, when a man who has not 


done anything in athletics for some 
years returns to a gymnasium he must 
be very careful to avoid straining his 
muscles and cords. That is very liable 
to occur unless extreme care be em- 
ployed. Consequently I advise any one 
who contemplates starting in on a 
course of gymnastics to do so, at first, 
at any rate, under the eye and guidance 
of an instructor if he possibly can. If 
one cannot be reached, then get some 
friend who understands such matters 
to tell you what to do at the beginning. 


If, however, no help can be" procured, 


the novice must take great care, for 


muscles of the body, especially 


those around the heart and abdomen, 
become very tender from long disuse. 


It is, of course, impossible to lay 


down any set of rules or exercises for a 
man to follow when be enters a gym- 
nasium, for the amount of work and 
its character must be determined by the 
state of health and capabilities of each 
individual. When a man comes to me 
for instruction, I always examine him 
very carefully and note the measure- 
ments of his body, etc. Then I take 
him to the gymnasium and put him 
through various exercises, according to 
what he seems able to do. 


However, although each man must 


be governed by his individual powers 
and no set rules can be set down, I can 
give a series of exercises which I em- 
ploy with most candidates. 
First of all, I advise any man when 


dressed for gymnasium work to wear 
full tights and sleeve shirt rather than 
short running trousers. Gymnastics in- 
duce perspiration and there (s less 
chance of catching cold when the for- 
mer dress is worn. 


The first exercise I put a novice at is 


the pulley weights. This machine by 
means of various motions brings into 
play the muscles of the arms and the 
upper portion of the body only, as the 
legs are always kept in one position. 
Then I take the pupil over to the scull- 
ing machine. This apparatus imparts 
the same movements to the body as 
when a boat is propelled by a single oar 
from the stern. The same muscles are 
exercised here as with the pulley 
weights, only in a circular instead of 
straight motion and in a lateral direc- 
tion. 


The wrist roll is the next thing which 


I advise the beginner to work on. This 
exercise, which is designed to strength- 
en the muscles of the wrist and fore- 
arm, consist in turning a cylinder of 
wood to which is fastened a cord which 
winds up. At the end of this cord are 
hanging weights which furnish the nec- 
essary strain for the wrists. The fin- 
ger machine is the next on the list. By 
its use the muscles of the hands are 
strengthened. 


From the wrist machine I take the 


beginner to the abdominal pulley, whlcB 
s useful for the purpose of strengthen* 
ing and bringing into action the mus* 
les 01 the abdomen and those of the; 
trunk in general. 


The waist reducer, with which I fol* 


low, is an endless pulley, and to work 
t one must go through exactly the 
same motions as when hauling on the 
main sheet of a boat or climbing a 
rope, except that one does not have to 
pull up one's own weight By means of 
a screw just so much friction is applied 
•as is thought proper. 


From the waist reducer we turn to) 


the spring board, which, as every one 
s aware, gives the same exercise a* 
running. This is the first leg exercise. 
Indulged in, as it may have been no* 
ticed that those heretofore described 
were for the upper part of the body. 
From this we go over to the chest bare. 
These are two upright poles set about 
two feet apart One is grasped by each! 
hand at a height a little below the 
shoulder. By means of these bars the 
muscles of the arm, back and abdomen 
are greatly strengthened. 


It has been found by experience thai 


the parallel bars are too severe a' 
method of exercise for beginners, and! 
as a substitute what is known a» tb* 
traveling parallels has been invented. 
By this means the same exercise i» 
gained, but instead of having to rap* 
port his own weight the novice jfl 
enabled to use graduated weight* bf] 
loading or unloading the machine. 
. 


I have mentioned no exercise that U 


likely to bring on a profuse perspiraJ 
tion, and that is just what is needed. 
So next we will have an inning on the 
bicycle machine. This mechanism al* 
ows for extra friction and consequent* 
ly harder work by means of a lever. 4! 
dial in front of the rider tells him hon| 
far he has traveled, and after about 
a, mile has been covered moat men will 
be covered with moisture. 


The intercostal pulleys are the next 


on the programme. As the bicycle gave] 
exercise to the legs, these are a return > 
to motions for the upper half of the!' 
body, and they are very useful for de* 
veloping the muscles in the neighbor*. 
hood of the ribs. 


In my own work with puplto I next! 


give beginners an exercise which 1 
have found by experience to be ex* 
tremely useful for strengthening tha 
neck, back and legs. I have a large) 
ball, made like a medicine ball, only 
about twice as large and weighing U 
pounds. To use this you must lie on a 
mat on the floor and have some one to 
throw the ball to you. 
Then, after, 


catching it, you throw it in the air and 
with your feet ki«k it to the assistants 
who catches it and repeats the opera* 
tion. All this time you must lie with1 
your legs and head off the mat 


The medicine ball is the next thing to 


take up. This I consider a small gym- 
nasium in itself, and the use of it one 
of the most healthful exercises for a 
man, as it develops almost every mus- 
cle in the body. Care must be taken Toy 
a beginner not to exercise too fast at 
first, or dangerous sprains may result. 


Now to wind up you should take a 


run around the track, if there is one in 
tha gymnasium. The distance you 
should cover, of course, depends upon 
yourself and your condition. 
For the 


first week or so it is a good plan to run 
fiat footed, so as to bring the muscles 
of the legs into shape by slow degrees 
and without straining any of the ten* 
dons. 


In taking up any of these exercise* 


it must be remembered that no fixed 
number of times for doing each exercise, 
can be laid down. If you have an in* 
structor, he will tell you when to stops 
otherwise you must be guided by you* 
own feelings and judgment It should 
be remembered, however, that for the 
first few weeks it ia better to da toa 
little than too much. 


Of course after working In ft gym*" 


sasium it is necessary to take a sbowec 
or other bath, and this calls for a word] 
of caution. On no account should tbej 
bath immediately follow exercising. 
Much better wrap some covering 
around you and sit down quietly in) 
some spot out of any draft fOE ten min* 
utes or so. 


Then, again, there are few people, «vea 


the strongest who after exercising in 
this fashion can stand the shock ot cold 
water as it comes from the faucet. Ot 
course, there is no necessity to go to the 
opposite extreme and take a not bath, 
but rather indulge in a tepid shower oil 
plunge. After the bath do not go out 
into the open air or into a draft to* 
some time, as all the pores are jjidtj 
open and cold is easily caught. 


Any business man who will «a 


through, a course of gymnasium worM 
with care will find himself much bene* 
flted even after a trial of only a fen 
weeks. Of course there are lota ot ex* 
erclses with dumbbells, bar beHs anA 
other machines of which I have not 
spoken, but every result for which these 
are intended may be attained by the 
methods I have mentioned* . -- -

A Washington dtapatch to the New 


York Tribune states that Judge Cham- 
bers of Alabama, chief Justice of Sa- 
moa, discussing the terms of the Sa- 
moan partition the other day, said: 


"In the division we get what will be 


most valuable to us. We have the Ma- 
nna, Rose and Tutulla Islands and, with 
Tutuila, the great Pango-Pango har- 
bor, which is the best planned harbor 
in the south Pacific. This harbor, with 
the great coaling station and naval sta- 
tion, wiH be of the greatest utility In 
the development of our trade with 
Australia and South Africa. Without 
disparagement of the Chinese trade, I 
think it may be truthfully said that 
the 'Australian and South African 
trade will-develop more rapidly and 
will always be the most important to 
us on the Pacific. 


"In China we shall bare to educate 


the people up to the demand for Amer- 
icas manufactures and other articles 
of commerce. In Australia and South 
Africa we find more of European cus- 
tom and a taste for European and 
American products, and we have to 
deal largely with people who speak our 
own language. The large number of 
Americans and English set the fashion 
and are walking advertisements for 
American and English products. The 
trade from our Pacific coast and Ha- 
waii is growing rapidly and has the 
brightest prospects. It is only a mat- 
ter of competing in quality and price 
with our European competitors, and 
this we are abundantly able to do. 


"The Samoan Islands themselves 


have not sufficient commerce to make 
them worth consideration from that 
point of view, but they are invaluable 
as a station on the line of the growing 
commerce of the south Pacific. The 
harbor of Pango-Pango is landlocked 
and a perfect refuge. It Is the shape 
of a fishhook, and a vessel entering the 
harbor Is lost sight of in five minutes 
behind the great rock cliffs. The fact 
of the settlement being made as It has 
bears an important significance. Great 
Britain and Germany giving the United 
States first choice In the partition was 
a most flattering recognition of the 
United States as a world power. The 
paramount significance of this friendly 
adjustment of the matter is that Ger- 
many, Great Britain and the United 
States have decided to Join bands in 
the development at the commerce of 
the world and In preserving peace. 
With these three powers acting to- 
gether, the peace of the world will be 
assured. It means that these three 
great competitors have resolved to 
cease the tremendous contention with 
one another for commercial supremacy 
In which they have been engaged, and 
that they will hereafter go hand in 
hand developing trade and extending 
civilization. They find that they are 
necessary to one another and can act 
in harmony, to the advantage of all. 
Great Britain, the greatest naval pow- 
er of the world; Germany, the greatest 
military power, and America, the great 
producerof aB things needful—they can, 
combined, maintain themselves against 
all the rest of the world. They will not 
fight among themselves, and no other 
power or combination of powers will 
dare make war upon either. The sin- 
cerity of Great Britain has been dem- 
onstrated, and the sincerity of Ger- 
many cannot be doubted. From the 
point of view of the greatest selfish- 
ness it Is the Interest of each nation to 
be loyal In Its friendship for the rest, 
and out of this combination must come 
as near a political millennium as we 
shall ever see. The friendship of these 
three great nations is cemented, and 
each will be Immensely benefited and 
civilization will be advanced. 


"Great Britain is amply repaid for 


the withdrawal of her claim upon 
Samoa in favor of Germany. It was a 
matter of national pride with Ger- 
many rather than of the value of the 
Islands that made her cling so tena- 
ciously to her Samoan Interests, and 
she was disposed to be generous in 
order to preserve her colonial foothold. 
And the consideration of the greatest 
value given to Great Britain is the 
sympathy of the German government 
In the furtherance of the British South 
African policy. 


"The United States will have no dif- 


ficulty about the government of her 
Samoan possessions. The natives are 
of an amiable disposition, and educa- 
tion Is general among them. They have 
a strong love for the United States and 
ask nothing better than to be governed 
by Americans. A naval governor will 
probably be sent to the islands, as in 
the case of Guam, and the natives 
should, as they doubtless will, be per- 
mitted to preserve as far as possible 
their own methods of government and 
their most cherished customs. They 
are In no sense savages. Their school 
system is extensive, and during my 
time there I found few who could not • 
read and write. Of course they have 
not the need for the higher education, 
but are generally well grounded In in- 
formation, and there are probably no 
people better informed as to the geog- 
raphy of the world. 


"The man whom' the Samoans would 


most like to have appointed governor 
Is Captain Leary, who is now governor 
of Guam. They know him and have 
the utmost affection for him.".

FITCHBUR6 TRAINMEN ANGRY 


Discuss Recent Edict of Road in Regard 


to Payment System 


'A meeting of the trainmen employed 


by the Fitchburg railroad was held 
Saturday at Mechanicville, N. T., to 
see what action the men would take in 
regard to the recent edict of the com- 
pany officials concerning the payment 
of employes. The new system which 
the men have been asked to approve, it 
is claimed, will do away with any pos- 
sibility of payment for overtime work. 


On this account there has been much 


feeling among the men over the matter 
and it is feared that complications of 
a serious nature may result In the 
past the men have been paid according 
to mileage, all extra time being thus 
taken into account. Under the new 
scheme, however, the men will be 
paid a scale of wages for their monthly 
labor regardless of the number of hours 
which they work. Engineers and con- 
ductors will receive J100, brakemen ?60 
and firemen will be paid in proportion. 


In many instances in the past the 


men, have worked many hiours overtime 
each week, but under the new order of 
things they claim that they will have 
no incentive to do this. Only a few 
days ago the crew of a train which had 
been out for fourteen hours refused to 
work any longer for one day's pay and 
left their train on a side track at Fitch- 
burg. 


To make matters worse, it is claimed 


there will be a deduction of a day's pay 
for each 100 miles which the men fail 
to run for any reason when they are 
scheduled to work. 


The meeting Saturday was* a secret 


one, 
and bu't little of what •was done 


could be learned. All the men were 
united, however, In saying that the 
contemplated change is an unjus* one 
and that the men all along the road 
will oppose it.

Why Game is Scarce 


The cause of the pronounced scarcity 


of game In western Massachusetts is in 
part explained by the results of an In- 
vestigation which has been conducted 
by W. S. Wheeler of Springfield, a 
detective employed by the Western 
Massachusetts sportsmen's association 
and a deputy warden of the state fish 
and game commission. 


Mr. Wheeler has Just returned from 


Tolland, Granvllle and Blandford, In 
which towns he destroyed more than 
1000 snares of the old fashioned variety, 
made with a noose and a piece of cop- 
per wire. From Information which he 
gathered Mr. Wheeler is of the opinion 
that thousands of barrels of partridges 
have been illegally snared In the west- 
ern part of the state and shipped to 
New York. 


The law permits a property owner to 


snare game on his own land In the open 
season. It Is illegal, however, to dis- 
pose of game outside of the state, each 
offense being punishable by a fine of 
J20.

FITCHBURG TRAINMEN ANGRY 


Discuss Recent Edict of Road in Regard 


to Payment System 


A meeting of the trainmen employed 


by the Fitchburg railroad was held 
Saturday at Mechanicville, N. T., to 
see what action the men would take in 
regard to the recent edict of the com- 
pany officials concerning the payment 
of employes. The new system which 
the men have been asked to approve, it 
is claimed, will do away with any pos- 
sibility of payment for overtime work. 


On this account there has been much 


feeling among the men over the matter 
and it is feared that complications of 
a serious nature may result. In the 
past the men have been paid according 
to mileage, all extra time being thus 
taken into account. Under the new 
scheme, however, the men will be 
paid a scale of wages for their monthly 
labor regardless of the number of hours 
which they work. Engineers and con- 
ductors will receive $100, brakemen *60 
and firemen will be paid in proportkn. 


In many instances In the past the 


men have worked many hours overtime 
each week, but under the new order of 
things they claim that they will have 
no Incentive to do this. Only a few 
days ago the crew of a train which had 
been out for fourteen hours refused to 
work any longer for one day's pay and 
left their train on a side track at Fitch, 
burg. 


To make matters worse, it Is claimed 


there will be a deduction of a day's pay 
for each 100 miles which the men fail 
to run for any reason when they are 
scheduled to work. 


The meeting Saturday wa»a secret 


one, 
and but little of what was done 


could be learned. All the men were 
united, however, In saying that the 
contemplated change Is an unjus* one 
and that the men all along the road 
will oppose it.

Why Gams Is Scarce 


The cause of the pronounced scarcity 


of game in western Massachusetts is in 
part explained by the results of an In- 
vestigation which has been conducted 
by W. S. Wheeler of Springfield, a 
detective employed by the Western 
Massachusetts sportsmen's association 
and a deputy warden of the state fish 
and game commission. 


Mr. Wheeler has Just returned from 


Tolland, Granville and Blandford, in 
which towns he destroyed more than 
1000 snares of the old fashioned variety, 
made with a noose and a piece of cop- 
per wire. From information which he 
gathered Mr. Wheeler Is of the opinion 
that thousands of barrels of partridges 
have been illegally snared in the west- 
ern part of the state and shipped to 
New York. 


The law permits a property owner to 


snare game on his own land in the open 
season. It is Illegal, however, to dis- 
pose of game outside of the state, each 
offense being punishable by a fine of 
$20.

"As the day advanced the patient 


Washington began to realise the ex- 
treme gravity of hie condition," writes 
William Perrlne of "The Last Years 
of Washington's Life" in The Ladies'

exhausted, be asked his wife to bring 
him his wills from his desk and Indi- 
cated which of the two should be de- 
stroyed.

"Occasionally he made such remarks 


during the evening as, 'Doctor, I die 
hard, but I am not afraid to go,' and 
'You had better not take any more 
trouble about me, but let me go off 
qnletlyt I cannot last long.' Dr. Oralk 
could do little moie than press the 
band of his old friend and then sit by 
the fireside In the simply furnished 
room, sadly waiting for tbe end. Mrs. 
Washington, seated at the r'oot of the 
bed, listened in silent grief. 


"At 10 o'clock the dying man, after 


much effort, made those around him, 
who included four servants, under- 
stand that be wished to be buried de- 
cently and that his body might not be 
put in the vault until three days after 
his death. The last words he was 
heard to say whWbte was told that he 
had been understood were, ' 'Tls well.' 


"Not long afterward his breathing 


became easier; he rested quietly; be 
even made a movement to feel bis own 
pulse, bnt his countenance changed, his 
hands fell, and be died without a strug- 
gle or a sigh.

Rev. F. A- Taylor to Leave 


the Universalist Church 


at Ores 


ANNOUNCEMENT MADE SUNDAY 


Was a Surprise to the Church. Next 


Sunday Will be His Ust with the 


Church. 
Sermons in the 


Other Local Churches 


Rev. P. A. Taylor read his resigna- 


tion as pastor of the tTniversalist 
churob Sunday morning, to take effect 
next Sunday. The letter in full follows: 


"I take this occasion to give public 


announcement of my resignation from 
this pastorate, due notice of which has 
been given to your committee. It is 
with regret that I give up some lines of 
•work which I had mapped out here, and 
which I had expected to carry out to 
completion; yet, too, it is with s.ome 
sense of relief since In my judgment, 
the obligation to continue has been re- 
moved from me. 


"I would that my tongue might be 


tipped with eloquence to fitly tell my 
friends in this parish how much their 
friendship, expressed in so many ways, 
has been to me, but words would be in- 
adequate; yet the memory of it and the 
strength that comes from it, will re- 
main with me always. 


"My prayer for this parish is that 


there may be an ever closer bond of 
union, and the strength that comes 
from it; a love for the church itself, 
single minded and fervent;- that day by 
day and year by year its work may In- 
crease in effectiveness for Christ, in the 
hearts of its own members and in the 
community. 


"The resignation will take effect with 


the flrst day of December, therefore my 
last sermon here will be preached on 
next Sunday." 
This announcement was a surprise 


to the church at large, although the 
members) of thei executive committee 
had been told of Mr. Taylor's inten- 
tion. Mr. Taylor said thte morning 
that his action was not the result of 
friction in the church,, and that his rea- 
sons were sufficiently 'expressed In the 
letter. 
He came to this church from the the- 


ological seminary in October 1897. His 
Work has been conscientious, and he 
has accomplished much, for the church, 
especially along the line of finances. 
The debt of the church has been a 
heavy handicap tto work, and Mr. Tay- 
lor was confident from promises he hac! 
received of being able to lift this with- 
in a very short time. 
He has at present no definite plars 


for the future, although at least one 
church is no considering1 his name in 
connection with its pastorate. 


The executive committee of the 


church hae taken no action on the re- 
signation, but there is little doubt that 
it will be accepted. A member of the 
committee said this morning that the 
first Sunday in December would prob- 
ably see a candidate in the pulpit The 
rumor that Rev. A.' B. Church might 
be called to return to the city was 
denied positively. 


A New England Problem 


An offering was taken in the Con- 


gregational church Sunday morning 
for the Franco- American college In 
Springfield, and Rev. W. Ii. Tenney 
tork occasion to speak, on the problem 
of assimilation in connection with the 
appeal for the college. He spoke of the 
fact that English, Scotch and Irish 
when they came to this country came 
to stay and to bectome citizens, but 
that a large part of the class that was 
coming to this country now came here 
with no intention of becoming citizens. 
The problem of carirg for these was a 
serious one, and should be taken in 
hand by the extension of the public 
school idea, by the restriction of immi- 
gration and by the churches in doing 
a broader work.

Rev. J. H. Spencer spoke at the Bap- 


tist church Sunday morning on the 
financial condition of the church, urg< 
ing that the expenses of the church be 
provided for at the beginning of the 
year instead of following the present 
custom of making up a deficit at the 
end of each fiscal year. He spoke of the 
present deficit of several hundred dol- 
lars, and advocated raising the ex- 
pected deficit for the end of the year 
at the present time so that at the end 
plans could be made to cover the entire 
expenses of next year from the begin- 
ning.

spoke at the Methodist church in

Bond spoke on the temperance question 
in a clear and convincing manner and 
made a strong impression on his 
hearers. 
He believes the prohibition 


party has done its work as a party and 
that the work of overcoming the liquor 
evil must now be done through the 
regular parties or by the people re- 
gardless of party. The people of Stam- 
ford have been greatly waked up the 
past season and are anxious for reform 
in their town.
